Sometimes an easily Identifiable ■ 'event 
marks the beginning at a man's presidential 
cahdidacy. An endorsement by a leading fig- 
ure, mention by a famous columnist, a -spec- 
tacular public appearance^ these are some of 
the Sparks that can ignite general Interest. 

Yet there arc times, too, when It Is difficult 
'if not Imposslfilo to remember what singli 
moment saw the birth of a candidacy. Some 
where there was casual mention, and by a 
quiet process of repetition and_prowth the 
prospect gradually changed from small' to 
large. " 

However a candidacy is bom, If If finds 
genuine response among both professional 
politicians and party rank and flic, then It Is 
•no^onger-.«-lhlng-cntlrcly^oi!cmaWo-i)it-tlii 
Acandldato himself. 

In 1S56, Sor example, there was a jsuhstan^^ 
tlal demand that Adlal Stevenson be a repeat 
■candida t e for Uie^ Democra ts. The demand. 
~ was not overwhelmtng, but It was Insistent. 
'Stevenson could not hav? said.: "No thanks, 
I'll wait until lOGO when Z-won't have to run 
against Mr. Elsenhower again." Candidates 
who are in demand cannot pick and choose 
the time to .run. They have to (to when they 
are wanted. Later they may not be wanted. 
' Many circumstances may b^ altered, and the 
opportunity may never again present Itself. 

Today some say Stevenson may got consid- 
eration again In 1960. But It is plain that the 
demand Is no longer Insistent. Coupling that 
, with his determination not to work for the 
nomination, many experts place him In the 
background as a compromise, choice only 
after others may -have stalemated. 

The unmistakable demand among Dcmo- 
' crats at this hour is for Sen, John F. Kennedy 
of Massachusetts. Any talk- of 1900 brings 
mention of- many namespbut all signs, indi- 
cate that only his name evokes i-cally fccsh 
and eager Interest among both leaders and 
rank ond file In his party. 
Ever since his gracious sportsmanlike ac- 
-ceptanco-of-defeat-IoE-tho-vlce.prcsIdentiaL 
nomination In 1950, he. has been- In. tremen- 
dous demand everywhere. Shrewd observers 
In Washington say he has oiarkedly added 
to his stature by his senate performance In 
tecent years. And inlpartlol appraisers credit 
him with serving his home state attentively^ 
whUo still digging hard Into national issues. 
.He has his critics, especially amOng certain 



mlliiant liberals. Reservations arc heard cx- 
pressed because he Is a Catholic. . ' 

But none of this seems to lessen his basic 
position materially. By any reasonable test. 
Kennedy Is the top candidate today. He stlrti' 
excitement wherever he goes among his fel- 
low DemocnUs— and beyond. As of now no 
rival can faloy say the same.
